WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 15.—Gnitean 


opened court this morning by calling atten- 
tion of the court to the fact that same mem- 
bers of the court were not accustomed to 
wholesome food, and asking that they be 
walked four or five miles each morning before 
breakfast. 


Judge Cox replied that the court would at- 


tend to the wants of the jury. 


K. M. Justice, a lawyer of Logans- 


port, Ind., met the prisoner in 1878.

Gnlteau interrupted, "You are mixing me 


np with some one else, sir." 


Witness continued, but was again inter- 


rupted by Guiteau, who shouted ''Stop right 
here. Can yon prove me the man?"

Gniteau.—"Can you swear to it?" 
Witness.—"Yes, I can." 
Guiteau.—"Well, you are a liar, sir; a mis- 


erable bar, that's the way/ to dispose of 
yon." 


Guitean continually interrupted by abusive 


comments, and finally shouted, "You miser- 
able whelp, to come in here to make me out 
a book agent. I was preaching the gospel 
and I sold my own productions." 


A few minutes afterwards he turned to

cot this fool short; he is lying all through.

that he believed the prisoner entirely sane. 


Dr. Joseph Reynolds, of Chicago, visited 


the prisoner in jail a few days after the as- 
sassination. The prisoner asked him where 
he was on the day of the assassination. 


Col. Corkhill—"Did he use the word as- 


sassination?" 


Witness.—"Yes, that is the precise word he 


used. The witness made memorandum notes 
of his conversation with the prisoner, and 
was allowed to read from them. He read two 
or three lines, quoting the prisoner's words 
and used the word assassinated. 


Col. Corkhill.—"Did he use that term?" 
Witness—"He used that word and never 


spoke in reference to any divine inspiration 
at this interview. After this, at subsequent 
interviews he always spoke of the murder 
as the removal of the president. 
The wit- 


ness stated that he read to the prisoner, what 
Grant and Conkling and some of his alleged 
friends said of his crime; and he walking to 
the door excitedly, said, 'What does that 
mean? 
I would have staked my life that 


they would have defended me. 
They know 


they wanted Garfield removed, and yet they 
denounce me." Recess.

Immediately after recess Gniteaa an- 


nounced that he had a little speech to make, 
and said, "I suppose that I have given away. 
1,000 autographs since this trial began; it 
has been snggefsed I shall charge twenty-five 
cents for them, but I decline. We want

COL. 
OOBEHTLL 


introduced in the evidence an application 
made by Gnitean ten years ago for a policy 
in a life insurance company in which the 
prisoner denied that there had ever been any 
insanity in his family. 


The examination of Gen. Reynolds being 


continued, he said: 
"At my second inter- 


view with the prisoner he wrote an address to 
the American people, which has since been 
published, and handed it to me with the re- 
quest that I have it published." The original 
draft was then introduced, and was read by 
Col. Corkhill, with occasional comments by 
Guiteau. who followed the reading with the 
closest attention. When the word inspiration 
was read Tndge Porter arose and called at- 
tention to the fact that this was the first an- 
nouncement of 


INSPIRATION 


as a defense for murder, and that it was 
made on the 19th of July, after the prisoner 
learned that Arthur, Grant, Conkling and 
other stalwarts, that he expected would shield 
him, in reality detested him, 


AND ABHORRED HIS ACT. 


"Mr. bigmouthed Porter," shouted Gui- 


tean. 


Scoville protested against this style of argn 


merit, to the jury, and demanded that Judge 
Porter should withdraw his remark. 


Judge Porter. "I shall not withdraw one 


word I shall say upon this trial."

A number of letters written by Guiteau 


since his incarcation were read by the dis- 
trict attorney, and were offered as evidence 
to disprove the theory of insanity. After the 
reading was concluded, Guiteau turned to 
the district attorney and inquired, "Where 
are the rest of my letters,Corkhill, yon inter 
cepted? I think the American people ought 
to know how mean and sneaking you are." 


Scoville questioned the witness/ General 


Reynolds, until the hour of adjournment. 
He asked: "Have you always been on good 
terms with the prisoner?" 


"Yes," shouted the prisoner, "I always 


considered him my personal friend and he 
proved himself a mean, dirty scoundrel. A 
nice record you'll have, Reynolds, to come 
into my cell to get information to hang me." 


The witness said the government paid.him 


for his expenses while he was having these 
interviews. 


Guiteau—"How much?" 
Scoville, putting out his hand, said, "You 


keep quiet." 


Guiteau—"I will." 
Scoville—"Then ask him how much he 


got?" 


In reply to Scoville the witness said he re- 


ceived $85. 


Guitean—"Three interviews, well that's 


pretty good, about $30 a day for lying. 
That's more than Corkhill earns, but then 
he'll get his reward down below in the next 
world."

WASHINGTON, Deo. 12.—Whan the court 


convened Dr. E. C. Spitz of- New York, was 
called as an expert witness. He had made a 
study of mental diseases a specialty and had 
been called1 to* testify as an expert about 
twenty-five times. Witness examined pris- 
oner in jail yesterday and was satisfied 
that he is insane. 
Witness considered the 


main features of the prisoner's case a ten- 
dency to the formation of delusive opinions 
and marked projects and strong indications 
of imbecility of judgment and mind. I 
have no other evidence than the expression of 
the face and I have no doubt but that he is a 
moral imbecile or moral monstrosity. Wit- 
ness was closely cross questioned and the fact 
developed was thai he is a veterinary surgeon. 


AFTER BBCISa. 


As soon as the court was called to order 


Guitean, with flashing eyes and nervous ut- 
terances shouted out. "there area good many 
poodle dogs in the press and I want to ex- 
press my contempt for these poodle dogs in 
the press.

The Refuges Under " Black. Bull" and 


" No Meek." Wear Assinnabolne. 


FOBT AssniNABOiNE, M. T., Nov. 25.—The 


amount of the refugee Sioux who came over 
here in the years of 1876 and 1877 numbering 
now barely fifty lodges under "Black Bull" 
and "No Neck," are camped about nine 
miles from here, where they intend to pass 
the winter. They have all made new lodges 
during the hunts this fall. The former ar- 
ticle will, however, soon dwindle away under 
the constant inroads made upon it during 
the winter by the inhabitants of the camp, 
and should no more buffalo come than are 
in this locality now, these Indiana will be

One is in the county 
tail as a pauper and the other one, when 
he died, was buried in this county. We 
have another case of pauperism recently 
from Miles City, in Montana. 
There is 


another cats, that of a married woman, 
whose husband is a contractor out on the 
line of the North Pacific railroad, and 
who has several teams of his own at 
work, who the commissioners have been 
ask«d to assist by the ladies of the Christ- 
ian Union. Now we think that if the 
ladies of the Christian Union weie to 
save the $25 which they are now paying 
as rent per monih, for a reading room for 
those who are in good health and able 
purchase their own reading matter, and 
apply said f 25 to the care of the sick and 
destitute, they would be doing a Christian 
duty. The sick and destitute don't at- 
tend reading rooms 
Another case, more 


interesting perhaps, than any mentioned, 
is that of a family who received an ord_T 
for $30 worth of groceries. This order 
wat used to purchase fresh oysters and 
canned goods. Two of the tamily are at 
woik and are being paid $12 and $16 per 
month each. The commissioners granted 
this relief on the solicitation of two citi- 
zens who reported this tamily destitute. 
Such appeals, for aid is a daily occur- 
rence.

Now, Mr. Editor, I was a member of the 


boiirdof commissioners for many years; I 
never heard a murmur from any tax-payer 
on account of taking care of the poor, and 
the proper way; is at the expense of the 
county, as the burden then rests on all alike; 
ana as we expect to be a great city, and it 
will take thousands if people to accomplish 
it, we must expect to meet all the require- 
montsofthe transition. In all my observa- 
tion of the poor and unfortunate or sick of 
Burleigh county, it was not through any dis- 
position of idleness, or by their own choos- 
ing that they were compelled to seek aid. 
Now, let us review our own history for the 
part three weeks and see what we have done 
or paid to those who have saved us from the 
errible plague of small-pox, First, we have 
not paid for the use of the Slaughter man- 
sion at ViUula; as a hospital; next, we have 
not paid Dr. Porter for vaccinating the chil- 
dren at the public schools, although one of 
he most devasting diseases known has been 
stayed, and Drs. Bentley and Porter have 
done their duty. There is no danger of the 
commissioners doing too much for the poor, 
udiciously, but there Li very grave appre- 
lension, if the above article is true, of their 
neglect to do their duty.

vanced. They have some very good horses 
and no doubt they will trade them off as 
soon as they get hard up, and after that they 
will then begin to think of paying Uncle 
Sam a conciliatory visit and talk farming. 


"Black Bull or Lame Brule" has always 


acted in a most straightforward and manly 
way during his residence on this side of the 
line, although I am informed he bears a 
very crooked reputation along the Missouri. 
In conversation with him he makes no de- 
nial, bntthjEit he was a tough case in his 
younger days, and wood choppers along the 
Missouri and small emigrant parties moving 
across the pilaus, seem to have been his hair 
lifting speciality. 


Around here this fall there has been the 


usual carnival of horse stealing and other 
depredatians, Crees, Assinnaboines, Tank- 
tons, Crows andGros Ventres, all doing their 
share, and the country has been full of war 
parties for the the camps of these Indians. 
As a consequence numerous collisions and 
killing have occurred. 


An instance of one of these occurred just 


lately a few miles from here. 
A party of 


half breeds were camped a few miles from 
here, when one night a party of Assinnaboines 
tried to steal their horses. 
They were, how- 


ever, detected by the half breeds' in the act, 
and a chase ensued, the Indian^ trying to 
make good their retreat, <and the half breeds, 
of course, trying to catch them. 
The In- 


dians, who were all on foot, split up so as to 
try and baffle their pursuers. The half breeds 
also followed the different trails, and one 
young half breed overtook one of the In- 
dians; whereupon the Indian turned around 


Nearly all the paupers are people who 
came er were shipped here. 


We desire to call the attention of the 


city board of health to the fact that the 
county commissioners have no right or 
authority to act tor them in auy particu- 
lar, yet every case but one, when the 
board of health should have acted, have 
been taken care of by the commissioners, 
more from a sense of humane feeling than 
from any other reason. This is not as it 
should be. The health board have a special 
and well-defined duty to perform, but i 
it is necessary that the commissioners 
should take care of the city as well as the 
county sick and destitute they can do it 
perhaps. 


If the people of Burleigh county want 


a poor house or a hospital they can man- 
ifest their desire in proper shape, and the 
much abused cemuaissioners will give

The Sick, and Poor. 


Editor Tribune: 


I notice in your valuable paper an article 


dated December 8th and signed by the 
board of county commissioners. 
It might 


be supposed by your many readers to be an 
official document, having noticed its appear- 
ance in several issues; it is fair to presume 
that is to be paid for by the county board. 
But I deem it but justice to the board of 
commissioners to say that so far as their 
record goes, which must show all their 
official acts, no such bill was ever passed, 
and therefore it is unauthorized. Bismarck, 
by location, is the metropolis of commerce 
and labor for the whole northwest, and, as a 
matter of course, thousands of people are 
attracted here in search of employment, and 
that some should be sick and become desti- 
tute is perfectly natural, and if at hotels, it 
is the duty of the proprietors to notify the 
authorities as the hotel-keepers pay their 
share of taxes, and it wouldn't be fair for 
them to stand all the expenses of the unfor- 
tunates and for the benefit of all. I here 
quote Dakota's wise and excellent poor 
law which is so plain that it cannot <be mis- 
understood. 


SECTION 1, chapter 33. The county commis- 
sioners of the several counties of this territory 
shall be the overseers of the poor within their 
several counties, and shall perform all duties 
with reference to the poor within their respec- 
tive counties that may be prescribed by law. 


SBC. 2. That every board of county commis- 
sioners shall in discharging the duties imposed 
by this act be designated to the overseers of the 


Further on in section 22 we find out just 


how to accommodate the hotel-keepers and 
all to whom it may concern. 


SKC. 22.- It shall be the duty of the overseers- 
of the poor, on complaint being made to them 
tbat any person, not an inhabitant of their 
county, is lung sick therein or in distress, 
without friends or mone\,sothatheor she is 
likely to suffer, to examine into the case of such 
persons and grant such temporary relief as the 
nature of the same may require, aqd if an> 
person shall die within any county who shall 
not have money or means to defray his or her 
funeral expenses, it shall be the 'duty ol the

How WliUes Booth was Barfed.

As a newspaper correspondent, I had 


•cc asion to visit the old capitol prison, in 
Washington in Febiuary, 1869, to witness 
the exhumation and the lenditiou to their 
respective relatives and friends the re- 
mains of the conspirators in the Lin- 
coln assassination. 
Piesident Johnson 


was about to go out of office, and he issued 
an 01 der peimitting Christian burial to 
tlie bodies of the five persons impli- 
cated in the death of Lincoln—Booth, 
Mrs. Surratt, Atzerodt. P.iyne and Har- 
old. 
They had been buried in aramu- 


r ition boxes of common pine wood, 
six feet long, two feet wide, and two feet 
deep. When the lid was lifted from 
Booth's coffin, his face was perfect with 
the exception of a small hole ab'out the 
size of a dime in each cheek. His hair 
was in as good condition as if he had just 
come out of a barber's shop. In taking 
out the bedy to place it in an elegant 
rosewood coffin supplied by his aJether> 
Mrs. Booth, of Baltimore, the head fell 
offfiom the body. Not so with Mrs. 
Surratt. Her tace and form were per- 
fect, and she looked like one in a happy 
dreemlesa sleep. Her head adhered to the 
bodjy in the process of transfer. Payne's 
body was greatly wasted, but Atzerdot's 
was the worst of all, for when the army 
blanket that covered his remains was 
lifted 
up, 
it 
revealed 
a 
shape 


less mass of blackened bones and ashes, 
with 
a bald 
and 
separate 
skull 


in one corner. Talking of this matter of 
the Lincoln assassinatian, I remember 
asking Andrew Johnson one day when 
we 'were traveling together through East 
Tennessee, at a time when he was running 
for' congressman at-large against Horace 
Maynard ai.d Frank Cbeatbam, why it 
wais he did not pardon Mrs. Surratt.

said: 
"The true history of that case has

section from Jamestown and the Alert has 
the following to say about it: 


"The party of six men with two teams and 


supplies left here some five weeks ago for the 
Mouse river region. Mr. James Eldridge a 
Boston geologist, is at the head, and the ex- 
pedition went hi the interest of the N. P. R. 
R. to explore for coal. The outfit went first 
to Fort Totten and having hired a half breed 
scout and obtained more supplies started out. 
The first night they camped at Broken Bone 
lake, a body of sweet water containing about 
1,000 acres, with heavy timber around it. 
The next night they camped on the open prai-, 
rie. The third night they camped at the 
Sand Hills, a range of hills leading from 
Turtle mountain. 
These hills are sandy, 


barren, with little vegetation and a scrubby 
growth of timber. The third day from Tot- 
ten they struck the Mouse river, being about 
100 miles from Totten, and at what i* known 
as the Big Bend. The valley here is abr >nt 20 
miles wide, the river is about three timeo as 
as wide as the James river. Oak, ash and 
elm timber a mile wide and of fine growth, 
was one of the first discoveries, the trees 
being from one to Wo feet through, and tall. 
Here they found half brreeds trapping and 
hunting, and meeting with good suc- 
cess. 
The soil 53* about 18 inches 


deep with clay subsoil. 
They went down 


the river one day,1 the country looking 
about the same. 
They then traveled 


up the river two days and camped at Win- 
tering river. The valley hero was two miles 
wide but the timber continued about a mile 
in width. The Wintering river is about half 
as large as the James, and is strongly sul- 
phurous. Some prospecting was done here. 
They moved northwest again to the Black 
Bnttes and camped on the small stream, and 
went to prospecting, going down about 
18 to 20 feet in different places. The party 
was here when Geo. Smith and the "Elder" 
started for Fort Stevenson to get grain and 
from where the latter returned to this place. 
The party are ail well and working hard. 
They are having pleasant weather aud have 
only seen the thermometer down to fifteen 
degrees below. 


They have traveled about 100 miles on the 


river. In the Black Bnttos there are im- 
mense quarries of brown sand stone, which 
must prove priceless in time. The "Elder" 
says the river is not as winding as the James, 
has more fall and splendid power and large 
quantities of timber. The grass ia higher 
than hero, and in typography the country 
much resembles this. He'is quite enthusi- 
astic in its praise and predicts a brilliant fu- 
ture for it. 


Up to time he had left no coal had been 


discovered although there Were evidences 
of it, and he believes it exists there.

It was composed of about 800 mem- 
bers, all representing organized Land 
Leagues or other accredited associations in 
the interest of Ireland's nationality, freedom 
and general welfare. 
These delegates had 


been selected by the various leagues and or- 
ganized bodies, which they represented as 
men of probity, ability and zeal in the cause 
of Irish nationality and freedom from land- 
lordism and English tyranny. These men were 
composed mainly of naturalized native Irish- 
men, and the leading descendants of Irish

no popular representative assemblage of 
American citizens of equal number has ever 
presented a superior specimen of aggregated 
manhood, while every act of organization, 
deliberation and conclusion, with the Bar- 
passing and enchanting eloquene which char- 
acteracized its expressions gave abundant 
evidence of its intellectual and emotional su- 
periority.

and by passive resistance defeat this attack on 
the IiberUe&,ithis convention, representing the 
Irish-American race, pledges the people of 
Irish birth and Irish descent in this country to 
stand by the people at home in this momentous 
struggle to the full extent of their power and 
resources.1 


Resolved, That this convention thoroughly In- 
dorses the policy of the Irish leaders at home 
in the present crisis; that we ha>e entire con- 
fidence in their patriotism and statesmanship, 
and that we tender to them and to the Irish 
people at large the expression of our sympathy 
and the assurance thai in every struggle against 
British rule they will be fully sustained by their 
kindred hi America. 
Resolved, That we heartily endorse 
the 
"So-rent" manifesto of the home executive of 
the Insh National Land League at once as the 
best available weapon to strike their landlord 
jailers and as a swift and smiting instrument to 
abolish utterly a bad and hateful svstem, and as 
the fitting answer of the Irish people to the at- 
tempt of the coercion ministry to force the ac- 
ceptance of defective legislation at the point of 
the bayonet. 
JResolvfd, That, with the view of giving practi- 
cal effect to the foregoing address and resolu- 
tions, this convention recommends that a 
special levy of

here represen led, and all other organizations 
friendly to the Insh cause, and from the friends 
of such organizations, be forwarded, as an in- 
stallment, before the 1st day of February, 1882. 
to the central treasurer of the Irish National

After the unanimous adoption of these res- 


olutions, another source of some trouble 
among the friends in Ireland was fully ad- 
justed. 


Having resolved to raise $250,000 for the 


benefit of Ireland by the first of February, 
1882, it followed as a matter of course, that a 
committee of ways and means should be 
constituted to kcarry Jt into effect. This led 
to'a motion that such a committee, con- 
sisting of seven members of the convention, 
should be appointed by the president. This 
motion met with very spirited opposition 
from the friends of the old officers of the 
Land League, and from various other sources 
on the ground of its centralizing tendencies 
and for many other reasons. Its advocacy 
was quite as spirited and powerful. The de- 
bate was continued for several hours and de- 
veloped the fact that much of the conflict 
grew out of the jealousy of the "outs" 
against the "ins," and a desire of the latter 
to resist all efforts to supplant them. The 
discussion resulted in a full and fair exposi- 
sion of all the sources of difference and dis- 
satisfaction among the various organizations 
and interests involved, and paved the way 
for a motion as a substitute to compromise 
the whole matter by incorporating the old 
officers into the new committee of seven. 
This passed with entire equanimity, and 
resulted in healing up all passed troubles, 
jealousies and conflicting opinions, and in- 
augurated among all the friends of Ireland 
an uninterrupted unity of purpose and ac- 
tion. This unity was effectually manifested 
during the last hour of the session, dur- 
ing which the individual members vied with 
each other in the magnifieancy of their pri- 
vate individual subscriptions to the fund to 
be created. During this hour over $27,000 
was donated. After which the convention 
adjourned in a blaze of enthu.'iaetic glory.

Interesting Figures from 


Report of Cten. Mason. 


The Washington correspondent of the 


Butte inter-Mountain sends the following 
as an extract of ex-Surveyor General 
Mason's report to congress regarding 
Montana: 
< 


The exterior boundaries of sixteen town- 


ships situated in the Judith Basin, in the 
tributaries of the Mnsselshell and the Yellow- 
stone, have been run, and twenty-one town- 
ships in the same locality have been sub-run 
during the fiscal year ending Ju&e 30,1881. 
The total costs of surveys for the year was 
$14,434.44; expense of inspecting same, $281; 
and office expenses $6,998.02. 


One hundred and sixty-seven surreys of 


lode and placer claims were returned and ap- 
proved. 
Two hundred and six orders for 


surveys were issued. 


The report states that the supply of agri- 


cultural products is now limited by the local 
demand. 
As transportation facilities in- 


creaes, large tracts of land, some of which 
are now considered worthless, will be placed 
under cultivation, and the day is not far dis- 
tant when the wheat fields of Montana will 
be as famous as those of^Minnesota and 
Dakota, i 


The mmt reliable estimates at the com- 


mand of the surveyor general place Mon- 
tana's export of gold at $3,500,000 and of sil- 
ver $5,000,000—total, $8,500,000. 


The yield from placer mines has been 


slightly in increase of the previous year. The 
yield from the gold lodes has also increased 
over the proceeding year, ana the silver is al- 
most double that of the previous fiscal year, 


The number and value of stock assessed 


during the year ending December 31st, 1880 
was hostes, 51,356; mules, 2,032; sheep, 249 
978; cattle, 264,035; hogs, 9,664. 
The total 


valuation of the above at the assessor's fig- 
ures, $6,257,667—an increase in number of 
99,943, and in value of $1,069,394 over the 
previous year. 


The population of the territory is estimated 


at 50,000 an increase of 10,000 since June last. 
The great majority of the men are producers. 
Idlers are rara avis, and cases of extreme 
poverty almost unknown. There is a good 
demand for miners, mechanics and farm 
hands. Montana needs capitalists to develop 
her great natural resources. 


The highest temperature from July 1830 to 


Jnne 1881 was 90 degrees; low«st, 36 degrees; 
mean, 40 to 46 degrees. Therejwere 199 clear 
days, 98 cloudy days, 42 snowy days, and 26 
rainy days/11— 


The total number of acres of land sur- 


vejed in Montana to Jnne 30,1880, is 11,146,- 
728,29, acres surveyed during the fiscal year, 
384,403. There remains unsurveyed—moun- 
tain Ian J, 50,151 acres; pastoral lands, 68,139 
acres; total, 219,590 acres. 


It will be seen from the last figures given 


there is plenty of room for development in 
our big territory, and the railroads are cer- 
tain to bring along the developers. The 
next few years will be years of activity and 
rapid development for Montana. The report 
of the surveyor-general three yeari hence 
will deal with figures much larger than the 
foregoing.

FOBT KEOOH, Dec. 11.—Your lively 


paper comes regularly every evening to 
my desk and as it contains tbe very latest 
telegrams from the east, it is always read 
first of all tbe newspapers I receive. You 
are two days later than any news we get, 
and you do not know your own value to the 


' northwest as a news dispenser. The reg- 
ularity with which you visit me reminds 


1 me of a promise I made when last in Bis- 
marck to occasionally let you hear from 
me. 
' 
There is so much to write about in 


these parts, that the only trouble is to 
know where to begin. The northwest de- 
velops so fast we can hardly keep pace 
•with it. You will remember the days of 
the Ouster massacre only six years ago, 
when between Bismarck and the Yellow- 
atone valley lay an unbroken country oc- 
cupied only by savages and wild beasts 
Six years have elapsed, and behold the 
change. A railroad lined wilh towns and 
settlements; commerce that will compare 
favorably with many parts of tbe east,and 
the ringing of church bells where only 
was heard the hooting of owls, the crying 
of cuyotes and the whoops of savage wai- 
riors 
It seems almost incredible. Tint it 


is nevertheless true, that a country larger 
thaa all the New England states has 
passed, in six years from, a state of sav- 
agery to complete civilization. 


NOW AND THEN. 


I remember the winter of 1875 6 when 


I heard at Port Ellis, apaity of advent- 
urers had been penned up by Sitting Bull 
at the mouth of Big Horn river, and were 
in 
dir<j extremity. Then we began a 


winter's march, not expecting to find one 


, of them alive, but after days of toil 
through snow and ice we at last, on the 
6th day of March, came to Port Pease, 
and found seventeen of the forty-six men 
•till alive. Six bad been killed outright, 
nine were wounded, fifteen hart escaped 
to the states, and seventeen were still be- 
leaguered. It took five hundred well 
armed men to march down the YeLow- 
s'one then, and now one without arms 
can travel from one end of the valley to 
the other and never be outsight of settle- 
ments, and sleep every night in a com- 
fortable bed at a hotel. 


After the delivery of the Fort Pease ad- 


venturers, followed the Ouster massacre, 
then the war wilh Sitting Bull, the driv- 
ing out of the Indians to the British line 
by Miles, and finally the surrender. It 
wou'd take volumes to record the inci- 
dents of 1877, '78/79 and '80, but we have 
only

would not fill it up. 
One valley of 
i the 


west is larger in .extent than the agricul- 
tural lands of a whole state. 


AN EMPIRE IN ITSELF. 


Let us figure it up. The Yellowstone and 
its principal tributaries contain 125,000 
square miles. Of this 30,000sqnare miles 
are unsuitable for farming. 
This leaves 


us 95,000 square miles of land adapted to 
farming, grazing and timber. 
Of this, 


again, 19,000 square miles is the best ag- 
ricultural land to be found—equal to 12, 
160,000 acres or 76,000 farms of 160 acres 
each. 
The valley and its tributaries will 


accommodate 100,000 farmers, and so far 
it has only 203. 
One hundred thousand 


farmers will easily support ten times their 
number. 
Here, then, we have room in 


the valley of the west, and its immediate 
tributaries for 1,000,000 people. 


Take again Ouster county (this one), 


which is 330 miles long 137 miles wide, 
as large almost as the slate of Pennsyl- 
vania. One county of the west 


AS BIG AS A STATE. 


It is only by comparisons with older 
places we can get any competent i lea of 
tbe extent of the west and convey correct 
impression of it to other peoples' minds. 


Speaking of the progress that has been 


made in the settlement of this valley dur 
ing the past two years there are now 
twenty-three places between Miles City 
and Bozeman alone, on which the dignity 
ot the names of towns or settlements have 
been bestowed. 
Of these Miles City is | 


the largest. 
It is a lively town of 1,600 


nhabiiants, and growing rapidly. 
The 


Tongue river valley, at the confluence ot 
which with the Yellowstone Miles City is 
located, will always make Miles a good 
town. I have been up antt'down the Tim 
gue river many times, and knew it long 
jefore Miles City was thought of as a 
town. The Tongue is a good valley, and 
some day will contain hundreds of farm- 
srs, who will come wilh their products to 
Miles City to find a market, thus assuring 
the future prospects of that town. 


THE LAND 8 FERTILITY. 


One has but to go to the gaidens at 


Keogh and the Indian farms above on the 
Te'lowstone to see what can be done on 
Yellowstone land. I do not think I ever 
saw finer vegetables. 
Potatoes weighing 


two pounds, and of the finest, mealy na- 
ture; cabbagts, turnips, parsnips, beets, 
onions, squashes, pumpkins, mellons, 
cantilopes, indeed everything that can be 
grown on any land, and in such profusion 
as would put to shame the gardens of the 
east if laid side by side with these .gar- 
dens of the desert.

If we go up the valley a little we find 


land on 100 acres of which 4,000 bushels 
of oats were raised; on twelve acres'400 
bushels and ou twenty-five acres 700 
bushels. 
The average yield of wheat 


would be twenty-five to thirty bushels per 
acre, but forty, fitly and even sixty can be 
raised on an acre of Yellowstone land- I 
have seen squashes weigh ing seventy-fojr 
pounds; cabbages nineteen and one-half; 
beets seven; potatoes two and one-half; 
onions one and one-half; carrots twenty- 
six inches long; 
parsnips twenty-six 


inches; corn ears twelve inches, with 
stalks eleven feet high; pop corn thiity^ 
two rows to the ear, and other things in 
proportion. No better land can be found 
anywhere than that which lies along the 
line of the North Pacific road from Glen- 
dive to Missoula, a distance of over 600 
miles.

I do not know whether or not you have 


been over the country, but if you have not, 
then I advise you to pay an early visit to 
Montana. Take it all in. This territory 
is perhaps the best piece of land the 
United States owns. It contains 93,000,000

The Gallatin valley is a finer 
piece of farming land than the Lancaster 
valley in Pennsylvania.
